Feft. Nay. I have rarely heard of any who 
- courted Popular breath, by indire&t means, bugin 
the iffue of things got enongh to choke him. 

Earai, But how do‘they fay the Quakers be- 
hav’d. themf{clves in the matter you were talking 
of before? lL hope they fhew’d themfelves wor- 
thy of the Difcrimination they petition’d might 
be made between the other Diflenters and them, 
with refpeét to the Execution of the penal Laws, 
under a pretence of their not. being fuch bufte 
fticklers as they in publick Affairs. 

Fe. The chief of *em promifed luftily; for 
you know, they won’t fwear, that they nor any 
of the Friends would be there; but for all that 
they came one and all and were all of the fame fide, 
as I am well affur'd, and made a great part of that 
number which confronted the Loyalifts. 

Earn. I hear the Whig Parfons above all men 
lay about ’em night and day for a Midfummer-man 
of brafs to ftem the Torrent of the Lawzwhich is 
as julily as feafonably let loofe upon ’em.

Jet. You was talking een now, that ’twould 
be difficulr for the Whigs to find a Tool for their 
Midfummer-purpofe ; but they have found an Ex- 
pedient for that. 

Earn. How is that, pray ? 

Fe. Why, that no man may decline the fer- 
vice of the Caufe for fear of the.Law; it is re- 
folv’d, as I hear, that whoever fhall for its fake 
be hang’d, fin’d, ruin’d or undergo the contempt 
of good men, {hall for his reward have his Picture 
hung up in fome neceffary place in their Houfes.
